OF THE RENT AGITATION. 



A correspondent lias quoted aii ex- 
tremelj interesting passaf^e from a 
speech which wua delivered by ifr. 
Disraeli in Parliament during the de- 
bates on Mr. Gladstonk's land bill. 
" There will be a now grievance, the 
payment of rent, and the non-payment 
fof rent will becomna principle asserted 
by the same moral logic, tlio startling 
conaoquencos of whicii have filled the 
mind of the country with appreiien.sion 
and horror alniost every dav. The ar- 
gument of the Irish tenant belonging 
to the very class you think you are 
now setting up by this violation of the 
fundamental law of the country will 
be to this offset: — 'I have lost my 
holding because I did not pay my rent, 
can anything bo moio flan;rantly unjust 
than that a man should be deprived of 
his contingent right to the third of his 
holding because ha does not pay bis 
reati' " That is a natural • view which 
may lead to a much more successful 
agitation than any wo have yi:t heard 
of." This was Mr. Disraeli's predic- 
tion of the working of the land act. It 
has been verified in thn most remark- 
able manner, arid the circumstance is a 
memorable instance of tlie Premier's 
foresight. ■ But what about Mr. Glad- 
stone's ? 



JUDGES' CHARGES. 



, The Halifa.>: Chronicle thinks that 
Sir William Young, Chief Justice of 
Nova Sco'.ia, clearly exceeded his duty 
in a recent case in tolling a jury that 
they were the third jury of the term 
that had failed to (;onvict olVenders 
v/heu there wns ample evidence. It is 
not an exceptional case, a.s judges have 
often criticised the verdicts of juries 
wheijo in thBir opirion there has been 
a palpable miscarriage of justice. Of 
course it is admitted on all hands that 
ft judge has no right to dictate in ex- 
press terms to the jury as to the ver- 
dict they shall bring in — although he 
can go very far in that direction — but 
his right to express an opinion as to 
the justice of that decision is another 
affair. Juries often do find very stu- 
pid and untenable verdicts — otherwise 
they would not bo so many revei-sals 
and new trials on appeal, and is a 
judge to be compelled to receive such 
•without comment'? The Toronto Mail 
romarlis tbat tbe right of trial by jury 
is a time-honoured British institution, 
ond palladium, whatever that may be, 
of our liberties and all that sort of 
thing; but we hold that free criticism 
by ttie press as well as by the bench 
upon its occasional eccentricities, is 
likely to have more benelicial than 
evil results. 



.'1 DAILY MAIL. 



What is all this talk about " British 
bottoms" in connection with a con- 
tinuance of the " ocean mail service 1" 
A daily mail servioo via the sound sup- 
plemented v^M the ocean by steam ves 
sels that will certainly come for coal, 
would meet the requirements of the 
Province oxaotl}'. At present the Pu- 
get Sound service is unsatisfactory, 
because freight and passengers from 
Victotii have to change ship at least 
once, and because the mail-boats only 
cross to Victoria twice a week, whilst 
they run every day to Port Towusend, 
but 42 miles distant froai this port. 
There the bags for Victoria remain un- 
til the day arrives for their convey 
anco hitber. The subsidy now jjaid for 
the ocean service is $51,000 a year. 
For §20,000 or §25,000 per annum, 
we think, a daily mail could bo had, 
and a modicum of the remainder of the 
present subsidy would secure all the 
advantages now enjoyed by the sea 
service. This daily mail project is 
worthy the attention of the Postal De- 
partment, and ought to be vigorously 
pressed upou its notice by the repre- 
sentatives. 



BISHOP COLBN^O INDIGNANT. 

Bishop Colenso in an indignant let- 
tor declares that Lord Oitford, acting 
doubtless under instructions, took five 
Zulu prisoners and questioned them 
severelv as to the place where the King 
was hiding. Tliey ]jersistetl in declar- 
ing that they did not know where ho 
was. Whereupon thej' w(!re all tlogged! 
With what right, let Englishmen judge. 
They bore their Uogging, and still re- 
fused to betray their King's hiding- 
place, and two of them managed to es- 
cape. Then the scheme was adopted, 
which had hcf.n practised once before 
in thia war, of taking tlicni, blind-fold- 
ed, each to a sei)arate s|)ot, when two 
gunshots were tired, and each of course 
supposed that the other two were kill- 
ed. And so the secret was obtained 
from one or more of tliera. AVlien 
Cotewayo was on his way to Port 
Durnforcl, at dinner ho asked for more 
beef, but this was refused him. Ho 
was, however, supplied with a pint of 
rum, and, according to tine Bishop's 
informant, he was given this allowance 
daily till he embarked. At TJlundi, 
when a white trader introduced spirits, 
the King interdicted their sale, and I 
am informed that his usual drink is 
"Cafire beer," a light beverage about as 
intoxicating as lager beer. 

TME WARD UF~ TRADE AND 
■ -THE TARIFF. ' 

We would call the attention of 
the R C. Board of Trade to the 
statements in ■•-Eastern papers : to the 
effect that Sir Leonajid Tilley con- 
templates a revision of the Tariff upon 
the assembling of Parliament in Feb- 
ruary; and would sufgoit that on 
carl}' meeting of the Board bo con- 
vened and a statement prepared of the 
points wherein the customs duties, or 



the mode of collecting them, pincu this 
Province. Wc believe that the Ottawa 
Government would adopt any reasona- 
ble proposition; and as the Dominion 
Board of Trade will meet in January 
to consider the Tariff, it is all-important 
that the views of the local board should 
be laid before that body for discussion 
and, possibly, adoption. 

THE LlGHTSmP-' " 

The N. Jr. Herald very properly calls 
attention to the continued absence of the 
liglitship from tlie Sundhe.ids. She has 
now been moored two months in Vic- 
toria harbor and no stcpa liavo been taken 
to pat her in repair. We believe tliat a 
plan baa been laid before tlio Dominion 
Government to do away with the lightship 
altogether by the erection of a lighthouse 
on shore at a point where it will bo of as 
much service to vesjcls navigating the 
Gulf or seeking to enter Frasor Rivor ns 
tho lightship has been, and, at the same 
time, will cost a more trifle, by compari- 
son, to maintain. But wo must join with 
the Herald in condemnation of the policy 
that has caused tho withdrawal of tho ship 
at this season of the year without a sub- 
stitute being provided. A .schooner or 
scow, with a light lioisted to thu mast- 
head, would answer tho purpose until tho 
ship is again in position, or a shore 
light has been established. The total 
•' dousing of the glim " is a positive inju- 
ry to tho commerce of Nanaimo and tho 
ilainland and might result disastrously 
to shipping.

A BYLAW 

To EoETulato tho Sanitary Oonlitlon of 
tho Oity of Victoria. 

Be it unaotkd by tho Mayor and Coun- 
cil of tho Coloration of tho City of Vic- 
toria as follows: 

1. It shall not bo lawful to lot or occu- 
py, or sutler to bo occupied, as a dwelling 
any room unless tho following require- 
ments aro conipliod with, that is to say: 

(a) Unless such room contain at all 
times at least 384: cubic feet of space 
for each person occupying the same. 

fdj Unless such room has a window 
made to open in a manner approved 
by the Hoard of Health or Health 
Officer of tho City. 

(e) Unless there is appurtenant to such 
room the use of a water closet, earth 
desct or privy, furnished with pro- 
per doors or uo\erings, to tho satis- 
faction of tho Board of Health or 
Health Oflicor of tho City. 

2. Anj' person who lots, occupies, or 
knowingly sidlcrs to bo occupied, any 
room contrary to tho provisions of this 
Bylaw shall bo liable for every such of- 

j fence to a penalty not exceeding §50, in 
I tho discretion of any Justico of tho Peaco 
I before whom he may i)o convicted. 
: ;i. Any room in which any person passes 
tho night, or tho principal jjart of tho 
night, shall bo deomod to bo occupied as a 
dwelling vichin tho moaning of this By- 
law. 

'i. Whoro two convictions against the 
provisions of this Bylaw relating to tho

may empower tho Board of Health or 
Health Oflicer of the City permanently to 
close tho same.

Ooatli in tho Oity Qaol— Oorouor'e 

Inquost. 

Willimu Williams (colored) tliod in tlio 
Oity Gaol at G o'clock yesterday morninj^ 
and at 2 p.m. an inquost was lickl before 
Hon. A. F. Pcmbcrton, Coronev for the 
District. A. jury having been ompannol- 
lecl, of which Mr. H. W. Sheppard was 
forcmanj the followinc; evidence was ad- 
duced : 

John W. Hutchinson, assistant gaoler, 
deposed that tho deceased was brought to 
gaol on the 8th October last for safe keep- 
ing. Ho then soomod to bo very weak, 
Init was not, apparently, suiForinp; from 
any disease. Since that date ho had sov- 
ural fits and had been attended by the 
doctor of tho gaol from time to time. He 
gvndually faded away and at 20 mimito.s 
p.i.st 12 o'clock on Thursday night witne.s.^ 
I'oniid that deceased had nillod oil' his 
bod. Witness put him on tho bed again 
and made him as comfortable as possible 
with blankets, etc. At3.a.m. he got off 
tho bed again and witness put him back 
again and stopped with him till ho died. 
Uis death was expected by llic doctor of 
the gaol. 

Thomas H. .lackson deiKjaed that he 
know tho docoased, who belonged to Bal- 
timore, U. S. ; ho was abotit 75 years of 
.ago and catno to this city in 1858 ; he Iiad 
no property or family here, but witness 
iiad heard him say that he liad a wife and 
children in Mexico. Deceased used to bo 
a minor in Cariboo, but liad not niinod 
for tho past 8 years ; witness knew that 
ileceased was subject to fits ; ho would 
fall down in tho streets and remain crazy 
for several days afterwards. Witness had 
fed him and hired a house for him for tho 
last 3 j-cars. 

James Robson, gaoler, testified as to 
tho weakly condition of tho doccasod and 
said that he understood ho was 07 yoars 
of ago. The doctor had said that nothing 
could be done for him. Ho was so feoblo 
that ho could not walk across the prison 
yard and had to Jjc washed in his bath 
like a child, lie got pro]>or care and at- 
tention; but his blankets wcro all the bod 
iio had to lie on. Tho doctor did not 
order him to be sent to tlio hospital. 

The jury after a brief doliboration re- 
turned a verdict of "Death from natural 
causes.'' 

The Coroner rem.^rked that it was to 
bo regi'ctted thero was no placo Avith prop- 
er accommodation for persons who wore 
placed in the unfortunate position of the 
deceased. He thouglit there should bo a 
poor-liouse or some establishmont of that 
nature in the city for tho reception of the 
indigent sick.

?bo Store Street Tragredy. 

The more that is known of the recent 
tragedy on Store street, the more people 
are convinced that it was jealou.sy and 
not business difhcultics which impelled 
Verlin to shoot Mrs. Cavalhao and attempt 
his own destruction. It appears that Mrs. 
Cavalhao, who is tho daughter of a Scotch 
planter iu Jamaica and a Spankh woman, 
resided on Quadra street and that Verlin 
slept at tho store. When tho misunder- 
standing arose with A''orlin she ordered 
him to leave the store and he refused. 
On Wednead.iy afternoon ho prowled about 
the house and observing a gentleman en- 
ter, ho jumped over tho fence and came 
into tho house. Ho insulted the visitor 
and ordered him to leave, threatening to 
shoot him if he found him there again. 
In the evening tho gentleman, accompani- 
ed by :\ friend, again visited the liouse, 
when Verlin, entering by tho front 
door, wont to tho rear and secured Mrs. 
Cavalhiio's revolver, which ho pointed at 
tho gentleman and threatonod to kill him. 
Mrs. Cavalhao blew a policeman's whistle 
and ordered Verlin out, whereupon ho 
leaped over tho fence and disappeared in 
the darkness. A policeman soon arrived 
and escorted the visitors to town. Tlie 
next morning tho gontleniaii, as well us 
Mrs. Cavalliao, entered a complaint 
againt Verlin, and he would have been 
lodgtid iu gaoi on that chargo had tho 
shooting not taken placo. The photo, 
found upon him was purloined from Mrs. 
Cavftlhuo's album. Every circumstance 
points to piemoditation on the part of the 
niau, and tho heroic, devil-inay-caro at- 
titude ho as.sumed in tho lot wliero he 
stood at bay, goes to prove that he had 
carefully prepared for a scono and 
probably rchoarsod it beforehand. 

Mrs. Cavalhao is progressing favoralily. 
The shot have been removed from her 
thigh, and Dr. Hauington hopes that in 
two or three weeks' time .sho will bo en- 
abled tn luave St. Joseph's Hu.spital. 
Verlin i.s under trcatmunt at tho Royal 
Hospital. His spirits ore groatly do- 
prossod. Yesterday one of tho wounds in 
his loft side was probed by Dr. JIatthows 
and tho jiosition of the remaining ball 
ascertained. It lies between the skin and 
the abdominal cavity, and may bo remov- 
ed with forceps or may work out. The 
ball that entered tho tomplo has lodged 
among the muscles of the neck. He is 
continually inquiring as to the condition 
of his victim, "How's tho woman'/" he 
eiupiires of every one who approaches the 
bedside. "T hope she woji't die, I'd 
I nither die; myself than have anything 
' happen to her." "Why didn't you think 
! that usy bof(U'e you shot liorj" queried 
lone of the attendants. "Oh I I don't 
! know," he replied, moving his head from 
I sida to side, as if annoyed. "I expect I 
j was sort of crar\'. F ho[)0 she'll get well. " 
' Ho would then lie motionless for a few j 
I minutes, with his eyes closed, and then 
} opoiiing them would repeat the questions, 
"Hi'tv's tiio woman? Will sho got woll( 
Sho ought to. Sho ain't hurt much, is 
1 sho?" and so on through tho day and 
night. He sloops pretty well and retains 
his senses ; but complains of groat sore- 
ness in tho side and a heavy pain back of 
tho right jaw, against which tho bullet 
that pierced the tomplo lies. Dr. Matthews 
I thinks tliat ho will recover. ■

Fartioulars of tlis Death of Zl. S. 
Tooner. 

(From tho Jackson (Cal.) Ledger.] 
Mr. Y'oung had been a resident of Am- 
ador City since December last, .and dur- 
ing that time had made a host of friends 
by his genial disposition. To all outward 
appearances he would be regarded as the 
last man who would bo likely to take his 
own life. , Ho formerly resided in Vic- 
toria, B.C., and latterly in San Francisco 
or Oakland, and left there for the pur- 
pose of entering upon tho duties as clerk 
of the Original Amador Mining Co., at a 
salary of .^100 per month. He came to 
the country alone, leaving a wife and 
three children below. What caused him 
to separate from hia family is nut defi- 
nitely known, but that some domestic 
trouble was the cause of bringing him to 
his tragic end is more than prob.ablc. Al- 
though living apart, the husband and wife 
seemed to be on tho friendliest terms, and 
on several occasions Mrs. Y'oung has visit- 
ed Amador City to see her husband, and 
on thcso occasions they manifested tho 
deepest concern for each other. Last 
week Mrs. Y'oung, attended by one of tho 
children, came up to Amador, littlo 
droaming what a terrible experience was 
in store for her during lior brief visit. 
i\fr. Young met them at lone City with a 
buggy and drove them to Amador. On 
tho fatal day deceased took dinner at tho 
hotel with his wife, and immadiiitoly after 
dinner they repaired to Mr. Young's room 
in the rear part of the hotel. This was 
about 2 o'clock. Thero was nothing un- 
usual in his manner; nothing whatever to 
indicate that dark thoughts of suicide 
were haunting him. For a few days pre- 
vious it was noticed that he appeared a 
littlo despondent and discouraged, and 
had made tho remark to his wife a tlay or 
two before his death that " he would ra- 
ther lie dead than separated from his 
family,'' After reacliiiig his room ho 
chan^'cd his uudcishirt, .-uid said ho did 
not intend to go to the olUco any more 
that day. He then took a small goblet 
that stood near, containing a colorles.s 
lluid, which Mrs. Young thought was 
water, and dr;uik its contents, after which 
he picked u]i a newspaper and remarked: 

''MV TUOrnLES Al'.i: OVEH." 

Thi.s expression alarmed Mrs. Young, 
who was aloiio with hiui. She at once 
called assistance taking tho gohlot to Mr. 
Koniiy, and asking him if ho could tell 
what it had in it. .\ low fi.?conds only 
elapsed before othei p.utio.s entered do- 
cea.sed'.s room, and iiud Yomig on tho 
tloor in a .'fitting p ;iLiro, with his head 
hanging down, fn :'i'ng at the mouth and 
breathing heavily. The power of speech 
was gone, and ho was apparently insoiiai- 
blo to pain. Dr. M.tyon was summonod, 
and found him laboring undor tho influ- 
ence of poison. The .symptoms were simi- 
lar to those in cases of death from apo- 
plexy, lie wa.s beyond the reach of med- 
ical skill, and died in twenty minutes 
after taking tho poison. It was domon- 
strated at tho Coroner's inquest held be- 
fore Dr. Giles tho following day, that tho 
drug which had caused tho death of tho 
deceased was 

CYANIDE Of rOTAS.SIU.M. 

Some powder was observed adhering to 
tho sides of tho goblet, out of which tho 
deceased had drank liis la,st deadly 
draught. An oxpcrimont was made to 
identify that powder with potassium. 
The Coroner explained to the jury Shon- 
bein's test for hydrocyanic acid, which is 
the poisonous element in potassium. 
.Some paper v,as prepared in accordaiico 
with the test. Water was next poured 
into the goblet used by deceased. Dr. 
Mayon then explained that if tho solution 
in the glass contained potassium, tho pa- 
per would become blue on being immersed 
in it. Dipping thu prepared paper in tho 
solution, it quickly changed to a blue 
color. Cyanide of potassium is used at 
quartz mills in cleaning tho copper platos, 
and this, no doubt, explains liow de- 
ceased came into possession of tho poison. 
He evidently did not procure it from 
the druggist in town. Mrs. Hen- 
derson, the landlady of the ho- 
tel, testified that she had noticed 
tho goblet in deceaaod's room for two or 
three weeks. In it was a jiowdor, which 
seemingly had boon mixed with water, 
and the water had evaporated, leaving tho 
powder dry in tho gla.ss. Young was, wo 
understand, keeper of tiie storo-rooiii at 
the mine, and this fact enabled him to 
obtain to moans of self-dostruction unob- 
served. It is probable that ho had had 
the i)oison in his room for weeks; that ho 
took it there for tho express purpose of 
destroying himself, and that after brood- 
ing over the terrible deed for days and 
weeks, ho, at last, in a lit of discourage- 
ment and despondency, swallowed tho 
fatal drug, which bade the wheels of life 
stand still. Suicide by means of this 
poison aro very rare. Medical works give 
but very few instances. Nevertheless, 
the poison is surely and rapidly fatal. It 
acts upon the nervous system, causes tho 
niinuto blood-vossols of tho brain to on- 
largo and burst, brings on spasms, and 
other symptoms of nervous derangement.

Indeed, the f|uict town of Amador has not 
been so much exercised for many years, 
as over this event. Many theories have 
been suggested to account for tho un- 
natiir.al deed. Some arc inclined to the 
opinion that tinancial embarrassmont was 
the cause of it. It would seem that, al- 
though getting a good salary, ho had lived j 
rather beyond his means. Ho had be- 
come invtdved in debt, some say, to tho 
extent of 8r)00, but certainly this lor a 
man in his position, was not a suilicient 
incentive to suicide. Tho probability is, 
that it was domestic trouble that mainly 
drove him to the deed. Tho coroner's 
jury returned a verdict that ho camo to 
his death from tho effects of poison ad- 
ministered by his own haml. Ho was ; 
tliirty-threo years of .igo, and a native of 
England. It is said that ho has a brother, |

It will now be 
in tho powi'T of tin; (Chileans, aa they 
havo ('oiiunand of the son, to cut oil' 
sup]>lics for troops at Iqiiiipie, and thus 
coiujiel tlicm to surroiidor. Thoy may 
alHo undertake operations against tlio 
forces at Arica, which the Peruvians 
will bo unable to reinforen from Ttpii- 

<|U0. 

Chile has not so far borrowed n dol- 
lar. Slu! has paid her way by issuing 
greenbacks. Peru is greatly crippled. 
She has not p.iid the interest on her 
public debt, which is §200,000,000, 
since 1S7G. 

Nunez explains that the aim of Peru 
was to obtain complete control of tho 
nitrate trade, and that tho pco[)lo in 
the disputed territory are nearly all 
Chileans. Ho expects that the recent 
succos.scs will compel Peru to sue for 
peace. 

London', Nov. 5. — A despatch from
